Everybody 
knows that heretofore the assessments of 
property have not been found uniform 
and equal as the law prescribes ; that in 
each ooun y will be found, here and there, 
a man who has given in his property, as 
the law has always directed it should be, 
at its fair cash value, whilst his neighbors 
were far below any such standard of val- 
uation.

A recent special from St. Louis says: 
" It is stuted on what should be hitch au- 
thority, since the information comes 
from a gentleman that is financially in- 
terested, that Mr. U P Huntington is 
negotiating lor the control of the Illinois 
and si. Louis Railroad, and that he will 
be in possession of the majority of the 
voting power of the company before the 
year is out. The agent of Mr. Hunting- 
ton in thla transaction is a prominent sr. 
Louis business man, who is also one of 
the lsrgest stockholders of the railroad 
company, and, judging from the willing- 
less of the stockholders that have been 
seen to sell their holdings, the agent 
will find no difficulty in securing the 
property at a fair.valuation. 

"The total mileage owned and operated 
by the Illinois and Ht. Louis Company is 
only thirty-four miles of main line and 
eighteen miles of sidings, but it owns al- 
together the most desirable and extensive 
terminal grounds of any road centering 
at East St. Louis ; besides, its charter, 
which was granted in 1841, secures al- 
most unlimited rights and privileges to 
the company. In (act, the provisions of 
the franchise are so broad, liberal and 
comprehensive that it has been compared 
to letters of marque and reprisal, with 
the additional advantages of the right to 
seise whst it wants in its own country, 
with none to dispute its authority. It 
was granted at a time when the public 
thought a railroad was an improved turn- 
pike, and that it could not be given too 
many privileges, but the public knows 
better now. 

"The terminal facilities of the Illinois 
and St Louis road on the east bank of 
Mississippi include most desirable 
grounds at Venice, East Carondelet and 
at two points in Kast St. Louis, besides 
the Venice and Carondelet Belt Road,

The eastern terminus of the m 
line is at Belleville, 111., fifteen miles 
from East Louis; besides there 
three short taps reaching to coal mil 
and, although the concern does not swell 
in the matter of mileage, it is of immense 
value and importance in the matter of 
Mississippi river frontage and charter 
rights. 

"Of course, Mr. Huntington would have 
no use ioi it, however valuable it miifht 
be, nnless the Chesapeake and Ohio 
could connect with it at Belleville, hut 
the gentleman who gave your c< 
spondent the points of the deal says it 
is Mr. Huntington's purpose to extend 
the C. and O. to Belleville either by the 
purchase of the Louisville, Evansville 
and St. Louis road and extending it from 
Mount Vernon to Belleville, or by ex- 
tending the Illinois and St. Louis to Cin- 
cinnati or Louisville, but most likely to 
Cincinnati via a connection with the Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis and Chi- 
cago with a branch road to Louisville. 

"The construction of a new road is 
thought to be the more desirable since 
the Illinois and St. Louis charter pos- 
sesses so many advantages. Should Mr. 
Huntington secure the Illinois and St. 
Louis Company's property, and those 
the inside of the scheme have no doubt 
about it, the purpose of the charier mem 
bera of the company will be accom- 
plished, for, as a matter of fact, the orig- 
inal scheme waa to build the road from 
East St. Ixmis to Norfolk, Va., via Cin- 
cinnati and along the south bank of the 
Ohio river to the mouth of the Big 
Sandy, and thence to destination via 
practically the same route that is occu- 
pied now by the Chesapeake and Ohio. 
The projectors of the scheme slso meas- 
ured the importance of connecting at 
Cincinnati with a road that waa then 
(1841) projected to run from Cincinnati 
to Charleston, 8. C, via Knoxville, Tenn., 
and Augusta, Ga. It would be carious 
if, after nearly forty years, the dream of 
the charter members of the St. Clair 
Railroad Company— for that was its first 
name— should be realised, and all that ia 
needed to fulfill it ia the extension of the 
Illinois and St. Louia to Cincinnati, for 
the work of conatructing a line up the 
south bank of the Ohio river from Cin- 
cinnati to tbe Big Sandy, where it will 
join the Chesapeake snd Ohio, ia being 
pushed by Mr. Huntington, while the 
Cincinnati Southern gives the desired 
connection with the Southeast.
